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Background 


The Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) defines a Road Safety Audit (RSA) as the formal safety 
examination of an existing or future road or intersection by an independent, multidisciplinary team. The 
purpose of an RSA is to identify potential safety issues and possible opportunities for safety improvements 
considering all roadway users. This RSA was conducted to identify and evaluate safety and operational 
deficiencies for the ramps and roadway systems at Exit 17 interchange on Massachusetts Turnpike 
(Interstate 90) in Newton, MA. The project area encompasses the circulator proper and adjacent streets and 
intersections comprising the network referred to as “Newton Corner”. This RSA will examine safety 
performance of the existing interchange and propose practical solutions to safety issues identified for all 
roadway users. 


A safety audit was scheduled for this corridor as part of the Newton Corner — Interstate 90 Interchange - 
Traffic Signal & Safety Improvement project (Project No. 609288) to make infrastructure and 
transportation improvements in the project area. 


This RSA evaluates the following locations, as shown in Figure 1. To better clarify locations, Washington 
Street will be referred as Washington Street North and Washington Street South for the sections of the 
roadway that are located north and south of I— 90.

Five locations within the project study area were listed as a Highway Safety Improvement Program (HSIP) 
high crash cluster from 2013-2015. The locations are Washington Street /Centre Street and I-90 WB Off 
Ramp/Charlesbank Road; a section of Washington Street from Channing Street to Thornton Street; 
Washington Street and Centre Street; Interstate 90 at EB On-Ramp/WB Off-Ramp; and Interstate 90 at EB 
Off-Ramp. 


Intersection locations noted as HSIP high crash clusters are among the top 5% high crash locations within 
the Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC) region.

Project Data 


A Road Safety Audit was conducted for the Newton Corner — Interstate 90 Interchange -Traffic Signal & 
Safety Improvement project (Project No. 609288) on May 6, 2020. Due to the current Corona Virus

Prior to the meeting, WSP distributed the meeting agenda, crash diagrams, crash summary tables, and a 
safety prompt list to all RSA attendees. Crash diagrams and summary tables for 2015-2017 crash data were 
compiled from local and state police crash reports obtained from the City of Newton Police Department 
and the Massachusetts Department of Transportation (MassDOT). Video footage and photos showing 
daytime (and some nighttime) traffic conditions were made available to audit team members to view prior 
to the meeting. The videos provided driver perspective, pedestrian perspective as well as aerial perspective 
throughout the study area. All attendees were encouraged to visit the study area locations prior to the 
meeting. The meeting started with a brief description of the agenda of the RSA meeting, followed by 
introductions and a description of the RSA process. During the pre-audit/virtual site visit portion of the 
meeting, using the crash materials, video footage and Google Street View, WSP facilitated the discussion 
of existing safety issues with all RSA attendees. RSA attendees were encouraged to bring their local 
knowledge and expertise to the discussion on existing safety issues for the study area. 


Following the pre-audit/virtual site visit meeting, the audit team discussed potential solutions, ranging from 
short-term to long-term, and low cost to high cost countermeasures for each identified safety concern. 


Project Location and Description 


Study Area Roadways 


There are several major roadways that service the study area intersections that are described as follows: 


Massachusetts Turnpike (Interstate 90) 


Massachusetts Turnpike (I-90) is an Interstate highway under MassDOT jurisdiction. This limited access 
interstate highway provides the primary east/west connection across the State of Massachusetts and through 
Newton and surrounding metro Boston areas. Exit 17 on I-90 provides access to Washington Street and to 
Newton Corner. At this location, I-90 is accessed via a system of ramps which provide access and egress 
from a circulatory, rotary type roadway. These ramps connect to the primary rotary with connections on 
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both the right and left sides of the rotary to I-90. Traffic utilizing these ramps utilize this roadway to gain 
access to the interconnecting roadway system comprising the area roadway network. At this location, the 
I-90 eastbound on-and off-ramps provide direct access to Washington Street and St. James Street. The I- 
90 EB off-ramp consists of one wide lane that connects to Washington Street. The I-90 EB on-ramp consists 
of two lanes from St. James Street that forms into one lane before its merge with the Interstate. The Exit 
17 I-90 westbound on- and off-ramps provide direct access to Washington Street and Centre Street. The I- 
90 WB off-ramp consists of two lanes that connect to the intersection with Washington Street, Centre Street 
and Charlesbank Road. The I-90 WB on-ramp consists of one wide lane from Washington Street to with 
the Interstate. The speed limit on Interstate 90 within this segment is 55 MPH. 


Washington Street 


Washington Street is classified as an urban principal arterial roadway and falls under City of Newton’s 
jurisdiction in the vicinity of the project area. It is also in the National Highway System. Washington 
Street generally runs in the east-west direction within the project area. Within the City of Newton, 
Washington Street extends from the Newton City Line to the east and the Newton City Line to the west, 
traversing the City as a whole. Within the vicinity of the project area, Washington Street comprises the 
backbone of the circulatory roadway network for the Exit 17 interchange on Massachusetts Turnpike 
(Interstate 90). For the purpose of this report, Washington Street will be referred to as Washington Street 
North and Washington Street South for the sections of the roadway that are located north and south of the 
interstate. Washington Street South is also referred to as Centre Avenue or Centre Street. However, for 
consistency, it shall only be referred to as Washington Street South throughout this report. Washington 
Street North and Washington Street South are connected by two Washington Street Bridges to form a 
circulatory, rotary type roadway which will be referred to as the “Newton Corner Rotary” in this report. 
The Washington Street bridges consist of a three-lane bridge in the southbound direction, to the west of the 
Newton Plaza Hotel Boston, and a five-lane bridge in the northbound direction, to the east of the Newton 
Plaza Hotel Boston. Washington Street North consists of a three-lane one-way road in the westbound 
direction from Centre Street to Thornton Street which converts to two travel lanes in each direction between 
Thornton Street and Church Street. Washington Street South consists of a four-lane one-way road in the 
eastbound direction from I-90 EB off-ramp to Park Street. 


Sidewalks are provided uniformly along both sides of Washington Street within the study area. Bicycle 
accommodations are not provided within this roadway network. Shoulders are minimal along the 
Washington Street South section. Parking is generally permitted on one or both sides of sections of 
Washington Street (North). Adjacent land uses in the vicinity of the project area include multi-use 
residential, commercial, structured parking, institutional, and office buildings. The Newton Plaza Hotel 
Boston is located within the Washington Street circulator and occupies the air rights over the Interstate 90 
corridor. General use pedestrian access through the hotel is provided with a deeded easement provided by 
the City of Newton. However proper ADA access is not consistent from north to south connecting the 
sidewalks continuously. 


Multiple MBTA bus routes use Washington Street and other parts of Newton Corner Rotary. Routes 52 
and 57 from Watertown Yard pass through Newton Corner Rotary from Galen Street, to Centre Street and 
Tremont Street respectively. Express routes 502 and 504 from Watertown Yard, as well as 501 and 503 
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from Tremont Street, use Washington Street to enter/exit I-90. Additionally, routes 553, 554, 556, and 558 
terminate at Newton Corer and use Washington Street to the west. 


Church Street 


Church Street is classified as an urban minor arterial from Washington Street to Centre Street and as a local 
roadway from Centre Street to Waverly Avenue, and falls under City of Newton’s jurisdiction. Church 
Street runs in the north/south direction from Washington Street to the north to Waverly Avenue to the south 
and is located along the western project limits. Church Street consists of one travel lane in each direction 
with turn lanes at some intersections. Sidewalks are present on both sides of Church Street and bicycle 
accommodations are not provided. Adjacent land uses in the vicinity of the project area include residential, 
commercial and institutional. There are also several churches along the Church Street corridor. 


Centre Street 


Centre Street is classified as an urban principal arterial roadway and falls under City of Newton’s 
jurisdiction in the vicinity of the project area. It is also in the National Highway System. Centre Street 
conveys traffic into the Newton Corner Rotary in the north-south direction and originally conveyed traffic 
diagonally through the project area. When the interchange was constructed in the early 1960’s this roadway 
was severed and replaced with an extension of Washington Street to provide the circulation as was common 
in designs of that period. Centre Street extends in the north/south direction from Carleton Street to the north 
and Boylston Street to the south. Centre street ends at the Watertown line, where it changes names to Galen 
Street and provides access to Watertown Square. Centre Street consists of one travel lane in each direction 
south of Washington Street South, and two lanes of travel in each direction north of Washington Street 
North. Sidewalks are present on both sides of Centre Street. Parking is permitted on one side of Centre 
Street north of Washington Street North, and both sides of Centre Street between Washington Street South 
and Church Street to the south. Bicycle accommodations are provided in the form of shared bicycle 
markings south of Washington Street South, with bicycle lanes present south of the intersection with Church 
Street. MBTA bus line 52 services Centre Street south of Newton Corner Rotary. Adjacent land uses in the 
vicinity of the project area include residential, commercial and institutional. 


Study Area Key Intersections 


1- Washington Street North at Church Street 


Washington Street North is predominantly in the east/west direction and intersects with Church Street from 
the south, forming a three-leg signalized intersection. A development to the north of the intersection is 
currently under construction and will eventually add a fourth leg to the intersection. The driveway opposite 
Church Street was unsignalized prior to being closed for construction. This driveway will be signalized 
when it is re-opened, with ADA-compliant crosswalk, pedestrian signals, and APS pushbuttons controlling 
the pedestrian crossing. 


The eastbound Washington Street North approach consists of a through lane and a through/right-turn lane. 
The westbound approach consists of a through lane, and a shared left-turn/through lane. The northbound 
Church Street approach consists of an exclusive left-turn lane and an exclusive right-turn lane. Within the 
vicinity of the intersection, sidewalks are present on both sides of Washington Street North and both sides 
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of Church Street. Pedestrian indications, wheelchair ramps and crosswalks are provided across the eastern, 
western and southern legs of the intersection. Parking is permitted on both sides of the east and west legs 
of Washington Street North. There are bus stops on Washington Street eastbound and westbound at the 
eastern leg of the intersection, for MBTA routes 553, 554, 556, and 558. There are no bicycle 
accommodations at this intersection. The speed limit on Washington Street is 35 MPH. The posted speed 
limit on Church Street is 25 MPH. 


2 - Washington Street North at Hovey Street 


Washington Street North intersects with Hovey Street from the north, forming a three-leg unsignalized 
intersection. The southbound Hovey Street approach is classified as local roadway under jurisdiction of the 
City of Newton and it connects Washington Street North to Waban Street to the north. 


The eastbound Washington Street approach consists of a shared left/through lane and a through lane. The 
westbound Washington Street North approach consists of a through lane, and a shared through/right-turn 
lane. The southbound Hovey Street approach consists of one general purpose lane under stop control. There 
are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street North and both sides of the southbound Hovey Street 
approach. Note that due to the current ongoing construction, the sidewalk on the west side of Hovey Street 
southbound and the sidewalk on the north side of Washington Street North are not accessible. Wheelchair 
ramps and crosswalks are provided across Hovey Street. There is a “Do Not Block the Box” intersection 
marking for the westbound Washington Street North approach to the intersection. There are no bicycle 
accommodations at this intersection. Parking is permitted on both sides of Washington Street North, and 
along the east side of Hovey Street. The speed limit on Washington Street North is 35 MPH. There is no 
posted speed for the Hovey Street southbound approach, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 
MPH in accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


3 - Washington Street North at Thornton Street 


Washington Street North intersects with Thornton Street from the north, forming a three-legged 
unsignalized intersection. Thornton Street is classified as a local roadway under jurisdiction of the City of 
Newton and runs in the north/south direction between Pearl Street and Washington Street. 


The westbound Washington Street North approach consists of two through lanes. The southbound Thornton 
Street approach consists of one right-turn only lane under stop control. Within the vicinity of the 
intersection sidewalks are present on both sides of Washington Street North and both sides of Thornton 
Street. Wheelchair ramps and crosswalks are provided across Thornton Street. There are no bicycle 
accommodations at this intersection. Parking is permitted on the north side of Washington Street North, 
and along the east side of Thornton Street. The speed limit on Washington Street North is 25 MPH. There 
is no posted speed for the Thornton Street, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


4 —- Washington Street North at Washington Street Bridge (Southbound) 


Washington Street North intersects with the Washington Street Bridge southbound to form a three-legged 
unsignalized intersection. The eastbound Washington Street North approach consists of two channelized 
right-turn lanes under YIELD-sign control to the Newton Corner rotary. The westbound Washington Street 
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North approach consists of a left-turn lane (continuing in the rotary), a shared left/through lane and a 
through/right-turn lane. 


Within the vicinity of the intersection sidewalks are present on both sides of Washington Street. 
Washington Street North westbound is divided by a median with no access to or from Thornton Street. 
There are hatched shoulders present against the median and no parking on the bridge. The speed limit on 
Washington Street North is 25 MPH in accordance with state law. 


5 - Washington Street North at Channing Street 


Washington Street North is intersected by Channing Street from the north, forming a three-leg unsignalized 
intersection. Channing Street is classified as local roadway under jurisdiction of the City of Newton and it 
connects Washington Street North to Pearl Street to the north. There are no conflicts at this intersection, 
therefore no control is present. 


The westbound Washington Street North approach consists of two through lanes, and a shared 
through/right-turn lane. Channing Street consists of one general purpose lane in a northbound one-way 
direction away from the intersection. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street North and 
both sides of Channing Street. Wheelchair ramps and crosswalks are provided across Channing Street. 
There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. Parking is permitted on the north side of both 
legs of Washington Street North. On the southern side of Washington Street, slightly offset from the 
intersection is an exit driveway for the parking garage for the Newton Plaza Hotel. The speed limit on 
Washington Street North is 25 MPH. There is no posted speed for Channing Street, so the statutory speed 
limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


6 - Washington Street North at Peabody Street 


Washington Street North is intersected by Peabody Street from the north and an exit only driveway for the 
“One Gateway Center” parking lot, forming a four-legged unsignalized intersection. Peabody Street is 
classified as local roadway under jurisdiction of the City of Newton and it connects Washington Street 
North to Pearl Street to the north. 


The Washington Street North westbound approach consists of two through lanes, and a shared 
through/right-turn lane. The southbound Peabody Street approach consists of a right-turn only lane under 
stop control. The “One Gateway Center” driveway consists of one general purpose lane in a northbound 
one-way direction departing from the intersection. Parking is permitted on the north side of Washington 
Street North between Peabody Street and Bacon Street, and along one side of Peabody Street. Within the 
vicinity of the intersection sidewalks are present on both sides of Washington Street, Peabody Street and 
the “One Gateway Center” driveway. Wheelchair ramps and crosswalks are provided across the northern 
and southern legs of the intersection. There is also a signal controlled midblock crosswalk to the west of 
the intersection just before the entrance to the Newton Plaza Hotel. As with the other locations, there are 
no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. The speed limit on Washington Street North is 25 MPH. 
There is no posted speed for Peabody Street, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 
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7 - Washington Street North at Bacon Street 


Washington Street North is intersected by Bacon Street from the north, forming a three-legged signalized 
intersection. Bacon Street is classified as local roadway under jurisdiction of the City of Newton and it 
connects Washington Street North to Pearl Street to the north. 


The westbound Washington Street North approach consists of two through lanes, and a shared 
through/right-turn lane. Bacon Street consists of one general purpose lane in a northbound one-way 
direction away from the intersection. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street North and 
both sides of Bacon Street. Wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided across the northern and eastern 
legs of the intersection. The crossing on the eastern leg of the intersection is signal controlled. There are 
no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. Parking is permitted on the north side of the west leg and 
on the south side of the east leg of Washington Street North. Parking is also permitted on the west side of 
Bacon Street. There is a westbound bus stop present on the east leg of the intersection, serving MBTA bus 
routes 52, 57, 501, 502, 503, 504, 553, 554, 556, and 558. The speed limit on Washington Street North is 
25 MPH. There is no posted speed for Bacon Street, but it is assumed to be 25 MPH in accordance with 
state law. 


8 & 9 - Washington Street North at Centre Street/I-90 WB On Ramp 


Washington Street North is intersected by Centre Street from the north and I-90 westbound on-ramp from 
the south to form a four-legged signalized intersection. 


The westbound Washington Street North approach consists of two through lanes, and two left-turn lanes to 
the I-90 westbound on-ramp separated by a median. Centre Street consists of an unmarked, wide through 
lane to the I-90 westbound on-ramp which is frequently used as two through lanes and a right-turn lane to 
Washington Street North westbound. The right-turn lane onto Washington Street North is under YIELD 
control. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street North and both sides of Centre Street. 
Pedestrian indications, wheelchair ramps, and a crosswalk are provided across the I-90 WB on-ramp. There 
are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. Parking is not permitted in the immediate vicinity of 
the intersection. The speed limit on Washington Street North is 25 MPH. There is no posted speed for 
Centre Street, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in accordance with Massachusetts 
General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


10 - Washington Street North/Centre Street at I-90 WB Off Ramp/Charlesbank Road 


Washington Street North intersects with Centre Street from the north, I-90 westbound off-ramp and 
Charlesbank Road from the east to form a complex five-legged signalized intersection. Charlesbank Road 
is classified as an urban collector under jurisdiction of the City of Newton and it runs from Centre Street to 
the west and Nonantum Road to the east. 


The Washington Street Bridge northbound approach is a five-lane roadway. It consists of two left-turn 
lanes to I-90 Westbound; a left turn lane for Washington Street North westbound; a shared left-turn/through 
lane for Washington Street North westbound and Centre Street, and a through lane for Centre Street. The 
I-90 westbound off-ramp approach consists of two through lanes and a channelized right-turn lane. 
Charlesbank Road westbound approach provides a right-turn lane to Centre Street. There are sidewalks 
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along both sides of Washington Street, Centre Street, and on the east side of Charlesbank Road. Pedestrian 
indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided across the southern and eastern legs of the 
intersection. There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. The speed limit on Washington 
Street North is 25 MPH. There is no posted speed for Charlesbank Road, so the statutory speed limit is 
assumed to be 25 MPH in accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


11 & 12 - Centre Street at Jefferson Street/Pearl Street 


Centre Street is intersected by Jefferson Street from the east and Pearl Street from the west, forming a four- 
legged signalized offset intersection. Jefferson Street is classified as local roadway under jurisdiction of the 
City of Newton and it connects Centre Street to Maple Street. Pearl Street is classified as an urban collector 
under jurisdiction of the City of Newton and it connects Centre Street to Watertown Street (Route 16) to 
the west. 


The northbound and southbound Centre Street approaches each consist of a shared left-turn/through lane, 
and a shared through/right-turn lane. The westbound Jefferson Street and eastbound Pearl Street approaches 
each consist of one general purpose lane. There are sidewalks along both sides of Centre Street, both sides 
of Jefferson Street and both sides of Pearl Street. Pedestrian indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks 
are provided across all legs of the intersection. There are “Do Not Block the Box” intersection markings 
at the intersection. Parking is permitted on both sides of the north leg of Centre Street. There are bus stops 
on Centre Street at the southern and northern legs of the intersection. MBTA Routes 502 and 504 service 
the southbound direction, and Routes 52 and 57 service both directions. There are no bicycle 
accommodations at this intersection. The posted speed limit on Centre Street and Pearl Street is 25 MPH. 
There is no posted speed for Jefferson Street, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


13 - Washington Street South at Interstate 90 Eastbound Off-Ramp 


Washington Street South is generally oriented in the east/west direction and is intersected by Interstate 90 
EB Off-Ramp from the west and Washington Street Bridge from the north, forming a three-legged 
unsignalized intersection. 


The southbound Washington Street Bridge approach consists of three through lanes and a wide shoulder 
next to the right-most lane. The I-90 EB Off-Ramp is a stop-controlled approach which consists of a wide 
unmarked through lane that typically functions as two lanes during congested conditions. An auxiliary lane 
is also added to the Washington Street South eastbound movement (becoming four lanes) for a short 
segment to the Centre Street approach. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street South 
within this segment, but no crosswalks or other pedestrian accommodations are present. The posted speed 
limit on Washington Street South is 25 MPH. 


14 - Washington Street South at Centre Street 


Washington Street South is generally oriented in the east/west direction and is intersected by Centre Street 
from the south, forming a three-legged signalized intersection. Centre Street runs in the north/south 
direction between Winchester Street to the south and Washington Street South to the north. Opposite the 
Centre Street approach is a pick-up/drop off lane for the Newton Plaza Hotel.

The eastbound Washington Street South approach consists of three through lanes and a right-turn 
channelized lane onto Centre Street. The northbound Centre Street approach consists of a channelized right- 
turn lane onto Washington Street. This wide lane is sometimes used by drivers as two lanes. There are 
sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street South and both sides of Centre Street. Pedestrian 
indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided across the western and southern legs of the 
intersection. Parking is permitted on the both sides of Centre Street within the vicinity of the intersection. 
Shared Lane Markings (Sharrows) are provided on Centre Street to heighten driver awareness of bicyclists. 
There is a bus stop on the west leg of the intersection, serving MBTA bus routes 52, 502, 504, 553, 554, 
556, and 558. The posted speed limit on Washington Street South and Centre Street is 25 MPH. 


15, 16 &17— Washington Street South at Washington Street Bridge (Northbound) 


Washington Street South eastbound is split by a median island to form a three-legged signalized 
intersection. The signalized control at this intersection is for the pedestrian crossing at this location. 
Washington Street South eastbound also intersects with Washington Street westbound and Park Street 
northbound to form the Washington Street Bridge northbound movement through the rotary. 


The Washington Street South eastbound approach consists of two through lanes, one shared left- 
turn/through lane, and one left turn lane. An additional lane starts east of the intersection. The two 
channelized left turn lanes combine with two channelized right-turn lanes from Washington Street 
westbound and a single lane from Park Street northbound to form a five-lane section for the Washington 
Street Bridge northbound. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street. Pedestrian 
indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided across Washington Street on the western leg of 
the intersection. There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. There is a bus stop on the west 
leg of the intersection, serving MBTA bus routes 57, 501, 502, 503, 504, 553, 554, 556, and 558. The 
posted speed limit on Washington Street South is 25 MPH. 


18 — Washington Street South at Park Street 


Washington Street South is intersected by Park Street from the south to form a four-legged signalized 
intersection. 


The Washington Street South eastbound approach consists of three through lanes and a channelized right- 
turn lane to Park Street. The Park Street northbound approach consists of a through lane and a channelized 
right-turn lane. Washington Street South westbound provides two right-turn lanes to the Washington Street 
Bridge northbound. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street South and Park Street. 
Pedestrian indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided for the southern and eastern legs of 
the intersection. There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. Parking is not permitted in the 
immediate vicinity of the intersection. The posted speed limit on Washington Street South and Park Street 
is 25 MPH. 


19 & 20 —St James Street at Washington Street 


Washington Street and St. James Street intersect to form a four-legged signalized intersection. St James 
Street is classified as an urban principal arterial roadway under the jurisdiction of the City of Newton from 
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Washington Street to the I-90 on-ramp. It is then classified to its end at Charlesbank Road as an urban 
collector roadway under the jurisdiction of the City of Newton. 


The eastbound Washington Street approach consists of a left-turn lane and two through lanes. The 
Washington Street northbound approach consists of two through lanes and a channelized right-turn lane. 
The St. James Street westbound approach consists of one through lane controlled by the signalized 
crosswalk, and under YIELD-sign control at the merge with Washington Street. This lane connects to the 
Washington Street northbound bridge. There are sidewalks along both sides of Washington Street and along 
the north side of St James Street. Pedestrian indications, wheelchair ramps, and crosswalks are provided 
for the southern and eastern legs of the intersection. There is a “Do Not Block the Box” intersection marking 
at the intersection. There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. Parking is only permitted on 
the west side of the southern leg of Washington Street. The posted speed limit on Washington Street is 25 
MPH. St James Street has no posted speed limit, so the statutory speed limit is assumed to be 25 MPH in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Law (MGL c. 90 § 17C). 


21 — St James Street at Interstate 90 Eastbound On-Ramp 


St James Street and the I-90 EB on-ramp intersect to form a three-legged unsignalized intersection. No 
conflicts exist at this location and therefore no traffic control is present. 


The eastbound St. James Street approach consists of a left-turn lane and two through lanes. The left-turn 
lane connects St. James Street to Charlesbank Road and the two through lanes connect the I-90 EB ramp to 
the interstate. The St. James Street southbound approach consists of one through lane. There is a sidewalk 
along the west side of St James Street. There are no bicycle accommodations at this intersection. There is 
no posted speed limit for the St James Street and I-90 on-ramp approaches. 


Crash Data 


To identify crash trends in the study area, the most recent crash data was obtained from the City of Newton 
Police Department and Massachusetts Department of Transportation (MassDOT) for a three-year period - 
(2015 —2017). The crash data was analyzed and summarized for the three-year period. Collision diagrams, 
crash detail summaries and charts are available in Appendix C. 


Based on the reported crash data, a total of 281 crashes were reported in the overall study area during the 
three-year period. Of the reported crashes, the majority were rear-end crashes (35%) followed by angle 
crashes (29%). The remaining crashes included sideswipe, same direction crashes (25%). and single vehicle 
(10%). The highest time period of reported crashes was during the morning from 8:00 AM to 10:00 AM 
(17%) and the afternoon from 2:00 PM to 6:00 PM (25%). Approximately 72% of the crashes occurred 
during daylight conditions, and approximately 68% occurred during clear conditions. A majority of the 
crashes occurred on dry road surface (74%) and thirty-six out of the 281 collisions resulted in personal 


injury. 


A total of 20 crashes were reported along a segment of Washington Street North from Church Street to 
Hovey Street during the three-year period as illustrated in Collision Diagram 1. Of the reported crashes, 
the majority were rear-end crashes (45%) and angle crashes (45%). The remaining crashes included 
sideswipe, same direction (10%). Crashes were most common in April (15%) and October (20%). The 
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highest time period of reported crashes was during the afternoon peak hours of 2:00 PM - 6:00 PM (50%). 
Approximately 80% of the crashes occurred during daylight conditions, and approximately 70% occurred 
during clear conditions. A majority of the crashes occurred on dry road surface (75%) and six out of the 20 
collisions resulted in personal injury. 


A total of 37 crashes were reported along a segment of Washington Street North from Thornton Street to 
Peabody Street during the three-year period as illustrated in Collision Diagram 2. Of the reported crashes, 
the majority were sideswipe — same direction crashes (35%) followed by single-vehicle crashes, including 
one involving a bicycle and one involving a pedestrian (24%). The remaining crashes included angle 
crashes (22%), rear-end crashes (16%), and one head on crash. Sunday was the day of the week with the 
most crashes (24%). The highest time period of reported crashes was during the morning from 8:00 AM to 
10:00 AM (24%) and the afternoon from 2:00 PM to 4:00 PM (22%). Approximately 70% of the crashes 
occurred during daylight conditions, and approximately 81% occurred during clear conditions. A majority 
of the crashes occurred on dry road surface (78%) and four out of the 37 collisions resulted in personal 


injury. 


For the segment of Washington Street North from Bacon Street to the complex intersection of Washington 
Street at Centre Street/I-90 WB on/off-ramps a total of 89 crashes were reported during the three-year 
period as illustrated in Collision Diagram 3. The majority of the crashes were angle crashes (40%) and 
sideswipe-same direction crashes (31%) which is generally due to the complex weave and merge conditions 
at the intersection. The remaining crashes included rear-end (19%) and single vehicle crashes (9%). The 
highest time period of reported crashes was during the morning from 8:00 AM to 10:00 AM (19%), 10:00 
AM to 12:00 PM (16%) and the evening from 6:00 PM to 8:00 PM (16%). While most of the reported 
crashes occurred during hours of daylight, 33% of reported crashes occurred outside daylight hours, 
indicating there may be lighting or visibility issues during hours of darkness. Approximately 65% of the 
crashes occurred during clear conditions and approximately 73% occurred on dry road surface. Eight of the 
89 crashes resulted in personal injury. 


Based on the reported crash data, a total of 15 crashes occurred along the segment of Centre Street in the 
vicinity of the intersection with Jefferson and Pearl Streets during the three-year period. This crash data is 
illustrated in Collision Diagram 4. Of the reported crashes, the majority were sideswipe, same direction 
crashes (40%) and angle crashes (40%). The remaining crashes included two rear-end crashes and one 
single vehicle crash. Crashes were most common in August (27%). A noticeably high percentage of the 
crashes (40%) within the three-year occurred on a Wednesday. The highest time period of reported crashes 
was during the morning peak hours of 8:00 AM - 10:00 AM (33%). Approximately 87% of the crashes 
occurred during daylight conditions, and approximately 80% occurred during clear conditions. A majority 
of the crashes occurred on dry road surface (80%) and one out of the 15 collisions resulted in personal 


injury. 


A total of 66 crashes were reported along a segment of Washington Street South from I-90 eastbound off- 
ramp to Centre Street during the three-year period as illustrated in Collision Diagram 5. The highest crash 
type along this section involved rear-end crashes, which accounted for 65% of crashes. It was noted during 
the RSA meeting that vehicles entering Washington Street from the I-90 ramp and Centre Street 
respectively have difficulty merging with the traffic on the mainline. The remaining crashes included angle 
(12%) sideswipe, same direction (12%) and single vehicle crash (6%). Crashes were most common in 
March (15%) and July (15%). The highest time period of reported crashes was during the afternoon peak 
hours of 12:00 PM - 8:00 PM (57%). Approximately 79% of the crashes occurred during daylight 
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conditions, and approximately 70% occurred during clear conditions. A majority of the crashes occurred 
on dry road surface (73%) and nine out of the 66 crashes resulted in personal injury. 


For the segment of Washington Street South from Centre Street to the Washington Street Bridge northbound 
a total of 28 crashes were reported during the three-year period as illustrated in Collision Diagram 6. Of 
the reported crashes, the majority were rear-end crashes (39%) followed by sideswipe, same direction 
crashes (36%). The remaining crashes included one pedestrian involved single vehicle crash (4%). The 
highest time period of reported crashes was during the morning from 8:00 AM to 10:00 AM (21%) and the 
evening from 6:00 PM to 8:00 PM (18%). While most of the reported crashes occurred during hours of 
daylight, 33% of reported crashes occurred outside daylight hours, indicating there may be lighting or 
visibility issues during hours of darkness. Approximately 90% of crashes occurred during clear and cloudy 
conditions. A majority of the crashes occurred on dry road surface (75%) and five out of the 28 collisions 
resulted in personal injury. 


Based on the reported crash data, a total of 26 crashes occurred between the Washington/Park Street 
intersection and the St. James Street/I-90 EB on-ramp intersection during the three-year period. This crash 
data is illustrated in Collision Diagram 7. Of the reported crashes, (35%) were rear-end crashes, (31%) 
were angle crashes, (23%) were single vehicle crashes, and (12%) were sideswipe, same direction crashes. 
The highest time period of reported crashes was during the morning from 6:00 AM to 8:00 AM (15%) and 
the evening from 4:00 PM to 8:00 PM (30%). Crashes were most common in July (15%), April (12%), May 
(12%) and October (12%). While most of the reported crashes occurred during hours of daylight, 42% of 
reported crashes occurred outside daylight hours, indicating there may be lighting or visibility issues during 
hours of darkness. Although the majority of crashes occurred under clear or cloudy conditions, 27% of 
crashes occurred in rain/snow, which may indicate problems with roadway surface, geometry, pavement 
markings or drainage. Approximately 31% of the crashes occurred on wet road surface and three out of the 
26 collisions resulted in personal injury. 


Audit Observations and Potential Safety 
Enhancements 


Based on pre-RSA field observations, participants general familiarity with the area, and the virtual field 
observations during the RSA on Wednesday, May 6, 2020, audit team members determined the following 
issues affect safety: 


Intersection geometry 

Roadway geometry and lane use 
Traffic signals 

Traffic operations and progression 
Signage and pavement markings 
Access management 

Sight lines 

Pedestrian and bicycle accommodations 
Transit operations 

Short, poorly marked merge segments 
Lighting

The following sections describe in more detail the safety issues and potential enhancements 
determined during the RSA. Several of these issues require further study and engineering judgment 
to determine the feasibility of implementing the improvements to address them. 


Overall Study Area Issues 


The RSA team made the following observations with regard to afore-mentioned issues within the project 
study area. 


Roadway Geometry/Circulation Patterns 
Observations: 


Newton Corner rotary is an unusual interchange in that the ramp system is fully and directly integrated into 
the local roadway system and its dense urban commercial and residential environment. RSA team members 
noted that due to its geometry, the Newton Corner rotary contains many elements that may be confusing to 
a motorist. The fact that a significant number of ramps/streets enter/exit the rotary, creates multiple short 
weave conditions between entering traffic and circulating traffic. The short weave segments require drivers 
to make quick decisions in order to determine which lane they should use as well as the need to quickly 
switch lanes in order to continue through the rotary or to exit it. Additionally, it was noted that drivers are 
often unsure which is the correct lane and frequently get “trapped” in the wrong lane. There are several 
splitter islands/median islands which can contribute to driver confusion. Drivers may not see them or be 
able to avoid them, thus resulting in single vehicle crashes. RSA team members also mentioned that there 
is a high number of circulating vehicles due to the Newton Corner geometry which increases 
volumes/merges. The number of circulating vehicles is influenced both by people needing to circulate to 
get to their destination as well as by people missing their exits and needing to recirculate. These issues 
could be a contributing factor to sideswipe and rear-end crashes within these segments. Overall there were 
35% rear-end crashes and 25% sideswipe — same direction crashes within the project study area from 2015 
to 2017. 


Another geometric factor is the limited sight distance caused by the significant camber of the two bridges. 
Some of these ramps and roadways such as the I-90 EB/WB off-ramps and Charlesbank Road, also connect 
at an acute angle where motorists have poor sight lines due to geometry and cannot see traffic they are 
merging with until the weave segment begins. Sight distance issues may have contributed to the rear-end 
crashes observed at the bridges, ramps and roadways. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e To improve circulation along the corridor, consider converting some or all the roadways to two- 
way traffic instead of one-way traffic. Particular consideration should be given to the Washington 
Street Bridge southbound. 


e Consider reconfiguring the Newton Corer circulation pattern to increase separation of and reduce 
conflict points. 
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e Remove areas with sweeping curvature and employ conventional intersections to calm traffic and 
create gaps in the traffic flow to allow vehicles to merge more efficiently. 


e Evaluate the feasibility of redesigning Newton Corner to bring it in context with the neighborhood, 
particularly Washington Street North. Regional connectivity should still be provided. 


e Newton Corner designs should reflect multi-modal characteristics to accommodate all users. 


e Evaluate implementation of modern roundabouts to improve operations and reduce the number of 
conflicts. 


e Consider adding new on/off-ramps on I-90 in West Newton and/or Brighton to reduce traffic 
demand at this location. 


e Provide physical separation along the rotary between the I-90 EB off-ramp and the Washington 
Street South at Centre Street intersection to avoid weaving in this segment. Evaluate prohibiting 
right turns from the rotary to Centre Street southbound and redirecting them to Church Street. 


Traffic Signals 
Observations: 


RSA team members noted that traffic signal heads are not clearly visible at some intersection approaches 
such as the Washington Street Bridge northbound approach, I-90 westbound off-ramp approach and Church 
Street northbound approach. There are not enough signal indications for some intersection approaches such 
as the Washington Street northbound bridge. Traffic signal heads are not located above travel lanes and 
not provided for each lane. Overgrown trees are one of the factors that obscure the view of traffic signal 
indications. Many traffic signals in the study area do not have backplates, and those with backplates also 
lack retroreflective borders. Lack of signal visibility may contribute to rear-end crashes or red light running. 


Audit team members also noted that there is a lack of signal progression through the corridor due to the fact 
that most signals are not properly coordinated, and adequate approach actuation is not being provided. As 
stated earlier, rear-end crashes (35%) were the predominant crash type in the study area within the three- 
year crash analysis period (2015 — 2017). A lack of signal coordination for closely spaced intersections can 
result in increased congestion, driver frustration, and inattention which could also contribute to rear-end or 
red-light running angle crashes. There was a total of seventeen red-light running rear-end crashes in the 
study area within the three-year crash analysis period (2015 — 2017). 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider installing backplates with retroreflective borders to improve visibility of traffic signal 
indications throughout the study area. 


e Coordinate and optimize traffic signals along the corridor to improve traffic flow and safety. 
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e Provide actuation at all traffic signals. 
e Evaluate implementation of a closed signal system. 
e Consider installing adaptive control traffic signals with transit signal priority (TSP). 


e Provide optical or GPS pre-emption at traffic signal locations to also improve traffic operations for 
emergency vehicles through the corridor. 


e Consider upgrading traffic signal equipment at various locations in the study area. Provide 
improved displays that will be clearly visible to all vehicles from all approaches. Ensure that 
signal heads are provided over each travel lane. 


Pedestrian Accommodations 
Observations: 


Pedestrians are accommodated at existing crosswalks at 
signalized locations by exclusive or concurrent pedestrian 
phasing. There are missing crosswalks, sidewalks and lack of 
wheelchair ramps at many crossing locations. The RSA team 
members noted that most of the existing wheelchair ramps are 
not ADA compliant. Detectable warning panels are not 
consistently provided at most crossings. RSA team members 
also pointed out that while many of the sidewalk segments and 
wheelchair ramps have been constructed in the past few years, 
several of the reconstructed locations appear to be non- 
compliant and would need to be reconstructed again. Image 1: Pedestrian crossing on 
Crosswalk markings are faded and not properly located and thus Washington Street North Westbound 
reduces awareness and visibility of pedestrians for approaching drivers. It was also noted that although 
pedestrian accommodations are provided, pedestrians feel uncomfortable to walk through the Newton 
Corner rotary and go out of their way to avoid the area. RSA team members also mentioned that given the 
location of neighborhood schools, it would be desirable for school children living north of I-90 to access 
the schools south of I-90. 


Some pedestrian signals in the study area do not have countdown timers. It was noted that most, if not all, 
locations in the study area do not place pedestrian buttons in locations as required by the MUTCD and 
ADA/AAB regulations. Additionally, four pedestrian signals are present in the study area: two on 
Washington Street North and two on Washington Street South. Pedestrian signal visibility may be an issue 
within the study area. The high activity levels nearby, including several side streets and driveways and the 
need for drivers to make quick decisions regarding which lane to use, may make it difficult for drivers to 
notice and react appropriately to the pedestrian signals. The signals also lack backplates and retroreflective 
borders. Issues with pedestrian signal visibility may have contributed to rear-end crashes at those locations. 
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The crash data showed that one pedestrian involved crash occurred between the years of 2015 and 2017 
within the study area. An additional pedestrian crash was reported, but the police report indicated that it 
might have been a scam. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Perform a study to determine desired pedestrian routes with particular attention to access to bus 
stops and add/relocate crosswalks for safe crossing and connectivity where applicable/needed. 


e Upgrade wheelchair ramps and crosswalks to meet the ADA, PROWAG and AAB standards. 


e Evaluate pedestrian crossing times including ensuring that pedestrian phase is activated without 
undue delay once pedestrian push button is actuated. 


e Reallocate space on Washington Street Bridge northbound to better accommodate pedestrians. 


e Upgrade pedestrian signals to accessible pedestrian signals and pushbuttons with countdown timers 
and solid/filled-in symbols (as compared to the existing outline-style hand/man indications) to meet 
the current MUTCD/MassDOT Standards. 


e  =Restripe all crosswalks with high visibility markings to increase conspicuousness and awareness 
and to help enforce locations where vehicles need to stop. 


e Implement a “Safe Routes to School” program to create safer environment for students to walk or 
bike to school. 


e Relocate pushbutton locations to meet MUTCD and ADA/AAB regulations 
Bicycle Accommodations 
Observations: 


RSA team members noted that there are no bicycle accommodations within the study area such as 
designated bicycle lanes or shared-use lane markings. There are bicycle lanes installed along Centre Street 
farther south of the Newton Corner rotary. These bicycle lanes change to shared bicycle markings from the 
intersection with Church Street to the intersection with Washington Street South. The City of Newton 
recently installed bicycle lanes along Washington Street, south of the rotary. Bicycle lanes have been 
striped on Washington Street in the westbound direction from Elmhurst Road to the intersection with St. 
James Street. In the eastbound direction, there are shared bicycle markings from St James Street to Hibbard 
Road and then it continues as a bicycle lane. However, bicycle lane continuity is not present throughout the 
study area and bicyclists are not well accommodated on the two Washington Street bridges or through 
Newton Corer in general. Audit members noted that bicyclists avoid traveling through the Newton Corner 
rotary as they do not feel comfortable; however, it was mentioned that alternate routes are available for 
bicyclists to cross I-90. No signage directing bicyclists to these routes is provided though. No bicycle 
crashes were observed between the years of 2015 and 2017 within the study area. 
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Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider adding wayfinding signage for bicyclists directing them to alternate bicycle routes such 
as Church Street. The Church Street corridor can play an important role in adding a bicycle facility 
near the study area. 


e Evaluate implementation of shared use paths and designated bicycle lanes along sections of the 
Newton Corner rotary and connecting roadways. 


e Evaluate implementation of full bicycle accommodation within the study area as part of long-term 
planning to provide a connection for bicyclists between the north and south of the I-90 corridor. 


Signage and Pavement Markings 
Observations: 


Traffic signs and wayfinding signs are provided within the study area, but the RSA team members found 
that there are gaps and locations where signage is not present. The Galen Street/Centre Street southbound 
approach to the rotary is one example with no advance lane assignment signs, and advance wayfinding 
signs for I-90 might be insufficient. There is also conflicting signage provided in some areas such as a yield 
sign mounted with the traffic signal control for the Centre Street northbound approach at Washington Street 
South. This results in road users being confused and not knowing which lane they are supposed to be in to 
head toward their destination. This could have contributed to the high number of rear-end (35%) and 
sideswipe -same direction (25%) crashes within the three-year crash analysis period (2015 — 2017). 


Pavement markings are generally worn throughout the study area, including longitudinal lane and edge 
lines, lane use pavement markings and crosswalk markings. Pavement markings denoting the parking lanes 
are not provided along certain segments of Washington Street North. A lack of delineation can lead to 
sideswipe crashes if motorists are unaware of the lane use on the roadway. Lack of pavement markings 
may also cause confusion on whether to form two lanes or one lane, resulting in motorist frustration, more 
aggressive driving, and poor lane positioning. This may also contribute to the rear-end and sideswipe - same 
direction crashes within the project study area from 2015 to 2017. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Add pavement markings and signage to clarify lane delineation issues. In-road pavement markings 
and route shields and numbers may be helpful as well. 


e Evaluate existing signage and consider updating guide signage to provide advanced information to 
motorists more effectively. 


e Restripe faded lane line markings and lane use pavement marking symbols within the study area. 


e Consider installing recessed, wet-reflective pavement markings that should help during inclement 
weather and night conditions. 
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Lighting 
Observations: 


Washington Street North was found to be not well lit during the pre-RSA site visit. Streetlights continue to 
be knocked down and replaced by the City along this segment of roadway and throughout the study area. 
The street was lighted by only adjacent building lights, office lights, advertisements, etc. Other sections not 
well lit within the study area include Washington Street South, Washington Street northbound and 
southbound bridges, and Park Street. The lack of sufficient lighting could have contributed to the crashes 
that occurred outside daylight hours. The lack of adequate lighting may also impact pedestrian safety. 
Overall 25% of the crashes within the project study area from 2015 to 2017 occurred outside daylight hours. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Provide sufficient and reliable street lighting throughout the study area, in particular the area on 
Washington Street North where lights are missing. Vehicle-scale lighting should be provided on 
the roadway to improve visibility. Pedestrian-scale lighting should be provided on the sidewalks 
to improve safety and visibility for pedestrians. 


Transit Operations 
Observations: 


Four express and six local MBTA bus routes service the Newton Corner study area. There are 13 MBTA 
bus stops within the study area. The express bus routes are 501, 502, 503, and 504; six local bus routes are 
52, 57, 553, 554, 556, and 558. 


Bus Route 52 travels north-south within the study area and runs between Watertown Yard (inbound) and 
Dedham Mall (outbound). The inbound bus travels northbound from Centre Street (South) completes a 
half loop of the Newton Corner rotary and continues through Centre Street (North). The outbound bus 
heading to Dedham Mall travels southbound from Centre Street (North), completes a half loop of the 
Newton Corner rotary and continues through Centre Street (South). 

Bus Route 57 travels north-south within the study area and runs between Kenmore (inbound) and 
Watertown Yard (outbound). The inbound bus travels southbound from Centre Street (North) continues 
through the Newton Corner rotary and exits through Park Street. The outbound bus heading to Watertown 
Yard travels northbound within the study area from Tremont Street through Park Street, Washington Street 
Bridge (Northbound) and Centre Street (North). 


Express bus routes 501 and 503 travel outbound to Brighton Center, south of the study area and inbound to 
Boston (Downtown, Copley Square) to the east of the area. Inbound buses enter the study area from 
Tremont Street and travel through Park Street, Washington Street, St James St and head east on I-90 towards 
Downtown and Copley Square. The outbound buses enter the Newton Corner rotary from I-90 WB off- 
ramp and go around the rotary and exits on Park Street. 


Express bus routes 502 and 504 travel outbound to Watertown Yard, north of the study area and inbound 


to Copley Square (502) and Downtown (504), east of the study area. Both routes follow the same inbound 
and outbound paths through the study area. The inbound buses travel southbound from Centre Street 
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(North) go around the rotary and exit on the I-90 EB on-ramp. The outbound buses enter the study area 
from the I-90 WB off-ramp make one complete loop on the Newton Corner rotary and exit on Centre Street 
(North). 


Local bus routes 553, 554, 556 and 558 travel east-west through the study area. The four bus routes run 
inbound to Boston (Downtown, Copley Square) and outbound to Waltham, Waverley, Waltham Highlands, 
and Riverside. The buses traveling in both directions make one complete loop on the Newton Corner rotary 
to continue to their route. All four inbound bus routes to Boston travel eastbound on Washington Street 
South to the Washington Street Bridge northbound and make one complete loop on the Newton Corner 
rotary before getting on the I-90 EB on-ramp. The outbound buses enter the study area from the I-90 WB 
off-ramp, make one complete loop on Newton Corner rotary and exit and continue westbound on 
Washington Street North. 


All the MBTA bus routes through the study area are shown in Figure 2. 


Although no crashes involving an MBTA bus was reported, several issues regarding transit operations were 
noted by audit members. The inbound and outbound bus routes make a complete or half a circle on their 
route through the Newton Corner rotary. The existing traffic circulation patterns results in bus weaving and 
bus stop access issues for the bus drivers. The short weaving segments are particularly challenging for the 
larger MBTA vehicles. It is also difficult for buses to make turns due to existing radii. Some bus stops are 
poorly designed, with inadequate landing areas, insufficient space for buses to enter or exit the stop, no bus 
shelters, etc. Passengers at the Washington Street/Hovey Street and Washington Street/Church Street bus 
stops have difficulty accessing buses due to location of stops relative to crosswalks/sidewalks, ADA issues 
and lack of space for passenger queuing. Audit members noted that the bus stop location at 400 Centre 
Street was recently separated to two locations — an inbound stop (toward Boston) and an outbound stop 
(toward Waltham and Watertown) — to help improve operations. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Improve existing bus stops to current MBTA standards regarding bus stop length, landing locations, 
and bus shelters. 


e Evaluate locations with difficult turning movements for buses and modify if possible. 
e Evaluate location of bus stops to facilitate access to bus drivers and passengers. 
e Implement exclusive transit signals or signal priority. 


e Relocate and/or consolidate bus stops to eliminate recirculation of various transit routes along the 
Newton Corner rotary. 
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Safety Issues by Location 


The RSA team made the following observations with regard to the afore-mentioned issues related to specific 
locations within the project study area. 


Washington Street at Church Street 


Safety Issue #1: Traffic Signal Visibility 
Observation: 


The majority of crashes at this intersection are rear end crashes which could be attributed to issues with 
signal visibility. The crash data showed five (5) rear-end crashes as well as two (2) red light running angle 
crashes between the years of 2015 and 2017 at the intersection. Traffic signal heads are not clearly visible 
from the northbound Church Street bridge approach due to the crest on the roadway. Traffic signal heads 
are not located above travel lanes and not provided for each lane. Signal heads also have no backplates 
with retroreflective borders. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider installing backplates with retroreflective borders to improve visibility of traffic signal 
indications. 


e Consider installing additional traffic signal heads over each travel lane. 


e Ensure that signal heads are within the MUTCD cone of vision. 


Washington Street North/Washington Street Bridge (Southbound) 


Safety Issue # 1: Roadway Geometry and Signage 
Observations: 


Two channelized right-turn lanes from Washington Street 
North eastbound, operating under yield control and two 
channelized left-turn lanes from Washington Street North 
westbound first merge as four lanes and quickly merge again 
into three lanes to form the Washington Street Bridge 
southbound. The RSA team members noted that vehicles tend 
to speed through the westbound approach curve. The crash data |mage 2: Diverge area on Washington 
showed four (4) single vehicle crashes at this approach between Street North Westbound 

the years of 2015 and 2017. 
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The westbound center lane on Washington Street North near Channing Street intersection splits at the 
intersection with the Washington Street bridge and Thornton Street allowing vehicles to continue on 
Washington Street North or travel southbound toward the bridge. This section of the corridor lacks 
destination guide signs which makes it difficult for drivers to decide appropriate lane selection. This 
situation is exacerbated by many driveways and side streets in the area. Lack of signage and weave 
conditions may have contributed to the eight (8) sideswipe crashes observed at this location within the 
three-year analysis period (2015 — 2017). 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider traffic calming measures such as raised crosswalks and narrower lanes to slow down the 
traffic on the Washington Street North westbound approach prior to the curve to the bridge. 


e Consider installing pavement markings and advanced overhead signage that would help drivers to 
determine the correct lane of travel in order to avoid the last-minute lane changes. This would help 
to improve the safety and reduce the probability of sideswipe crashes at this location. It should be 
noted that residents opposed the installation of overhead signs in the past. 


Washington Street North at Centre Street/1-90 Westbound Ramps 


Safety Issue #1: Intersection Geometry and Lane Designation 
Observations: 


This location contains several splitter/median islands, some of 
them very narrow, which may contribute to single vehicle crashes. 
Audit members specifically mentioned the median on Washington 
Street North westbound where three (3) single vehicle crashes 
were reported within the three-year crash analysis period. The 
number of splitter islands/medians also creates a confusing, 
circuitous path for pedestrians to cross the intersection. 


Due to the intersection geometry, stop lines on the I-90 westbound 
off-ramp and Charlesbank Road approaches are placed far back i 4 Gare 
from the intersection resulting in sight distance issues. Due to the Image 3: Washington Street North at 
lack of adequate sight distance and the fact that right-turn onred Centre Street and I-90 Westbound 
movement is not prohibited, drivers encroach past the stop line to Ramps 

look for gaps in the traffic placing them past the signal indications. 

These sight distance issues may have contributed to crashes #23 and #33. 


The Centre Street southbound approach and the I-90 westbound on-ramp both have one wide lane so it is 
unclear for vehicles if these approaches should be one or two lanes. The double left-turn lanes from the 
Washington Street Bridge northbound onto the I-90 WB on ramp would indicate that the ramp should have 
two lanes at least for some portion. The merging and weaving of vehicles along this approach may have 
contributed to the eight (8) sideswipe crashes that occurred during the three-year analysis period. 
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The northbound Washington Street bridge northbound 
approach has five lanes. It consists of two left-turn lanes for I- 
90 westbound on ramp, an exclusive left-turn lane to 
Washington Street North, a shared left-turn/through lane to 
Washington Street North and Centre Street and one through 
lane to Centre Street. Even though overhead guide signs are 
provided for this approach, the multiple lanes, location of the 
signs, short weave segment and complicated roadway geometry 
result in motorists not knowing which lanes to use until the last 
minute. Vehicles that enter the exclusive left-turn lane onto 
Washington Street North but want to travel northbound onto 
Centre Street will often continue going straight and collide with

vehicles turning left from the shared left-turn/through lane. Fourteen (14) crashes involving northbound 
through vehicles colliding with northbound left-turning vehicles were reported between 2015 and 2017. 
The merging and weaving as motorists try to change lanes is likely the cause for the high number of 
sideswipe and rear-end crashes at this location. The crash data showed four (4) rear-end crashes, and twelve 
(12) sideswipe crashes between 2015 and 2017 for the Washington Street bridge northbound approach. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


Review location of split islands and medians and consider reconstructing, relocating or removing 
as appropriate. 


Consider striping the Centre Street southbound approach and the I-90 WB on-ramp as two lanes to 
improve safety and increase the segment capacity. 


Consider additional lane use pavement marking for the five lane approaches. Consider using lane 
markings with I-90 pavement shield, and lane line extension marking for the shared use turning 
lane and left-turn lane. 


Consider downstream intersection modifications to stagger upstream traffic flow over the bridge. 
This will eliminate the short weave. 


Consider adding “No Right Turn on Red” and “Stop Here on Red” signs at the I-90 WB off-ramp 
right-turn lane and Charlesbank Road approaches to the intersection. 


Consider adding advanced guide and lane use signage prior to the Washington Street bridge 
northbound approach to better direct motorists to their desired routes. 


Consider improving location of stop lines. 


Consider adding pavement markings delineating path of travel for I-90 WB off-ramp right-turn 
and Charlesbank Road vehicles. 
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Safety Issue #2: Intersection Operations 


Observations: 


The existing signal phasing at this location involves multiple traffic movements and concurrent pedestrian 
phases resulting in confusion. Some of the splits and phases result in vehicles waiting on the red indication 
for a long time. There is also a conflict between Charlesbank Road movement and the I-90 WB off-ramp 
right turns. The same signal phase serves both movements. 


The intersection gets blocked at times, especially during peak hours due to traffic congestion. This is 
exacerbated by the lack of coordination with the Centre Street at Pearl Street/Jefferson Street intersection. 
Vehicles cannot proceed on the green phase because the intersection is blocked and then go through the 
intersection during the yellow/red clearance interval. Vehicles turning right on red from the I-90 WB off- 
ramp and Charlesbank Road also contribute to the blocking of northbound movements. Centre Street 
southbound vehicles also block the intersection due to vehicle back up on the I-90 WB on-ramp which 
impacts northbound and westbound movements through the intersection. Impatience from drivers may 
contribute to red light running angle crashes and rear end crashes. There were eight (8) red-light running 
angle crashes reported at this intersection within the three-year analysis period. This issue may have also 
contributed to the fourteen (14) rear-end crashes at this intersection. Audit members noted that vehicles 
(including buses) constantly switch lanes on I-90 WB off-ramp based on vehicle queues. The crash data 
shows two (2) sideswipe crashes on the off-ramp approach. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Evaluate the existing signal timings and consider timing/phasing adjustments to reduce driver wait 
times in order to mitigate red light running due to driver impatience. 


e Coordinate traffic signal with surrounding signals to improve signal progression through the study 
area. 


e Lengthen the acceleration lane on I-90 westbound to better process the entering traffic and reduce 
queues on the on-ramp. 


Safety Issue #3: Traffic Signals 
Observations: 


Traffic signal placement and visibility is an issue at this 
location. Signal placement at this location is a challenge due 
to the five-lane approach and the complex intersection 
geometry. Traffic signal indications are not clearly visible to 
vehicles waiting in the queue on the I-90 westbound off-ramp 
especially when there are large trucks blocking the sight lines. 
The post-mounted traffic signal located at the north side of the 
sidewalk for the Charlesbank Road approach is slightly 
obstructed by trees. There is only one signal head mounted on

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a mast arm, and two post mounted signal heads for the Washington Street bridge northbound movement 
even though there are five lanes on the approach. Traffic heading to I-90 WB on-ramp from the bridge, is 
only controlled by the single post mounted signal head in the median. Drivers are unsure if this 
movement is signal controlled which may be the reason why the “No Left Turn on Red” sign is often 
ignored by motorists. There is only a post mounted signal for Centre Street southbound approach. Most 
of the signals lack backplates and retroreflective borders. The high number of rear-end and red-light 
running angle crashes at this location may be attributed to signal placement and lack of signal visibility. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider upgrading traffic signal equipment at this location. Provide improved displays that will 
be clearly visible to all vehicles from all approaches. Ensure that signal heads are provided over 
each travel lane. 


e Evaluate the feasibility of installing a roundabout at the intersection to improve operations and 
reduce the number of conflict points. 


e Provide mast arms for Centre Street southbound approach. 


e Consider installing a mast arm for signal and sign mounting at the intersection for the left turn 
movements to the I-90 WB on-ramp and Washington Street westbound to increase signal 
visibility and prevent blocking by larger vehicles. Consider utilizing a blank-out sign for the 
“No Left-Turn on Red” sign 


e Provide backplates with retroreflective borders for all signal heads. 
Safety Issue #4: Pedestrian Accommodation 
Observations: 


The RSA team members observed that most of the wheelchair 
ramps at this intersection are not ADA compliant and do not 
align with crosswalks or pedestrian pathways. The large 
number of splitter islands/medians results in a confusing, 
circuitous path for pedestrians to cross the intersection. 


At the I-90 westbound off-ramp approach to the intersection, 
the pedestrian pushbutton location in the median island is not 
easily accessible to pedestrians or people in wheelchairs due to 
not meeting the horizontal reach and clear space requirements ne ee 
for pushbuttons. The crosswalk across the I-90 WB off-ramp is mage 6: Pedestrians Ramps near I-90 
obstructed by an island and cannot be crossed in one stage. The Westbound Off Ramp Approach not 
wheelchair ramps in the median island do not align with the a ac 
crosswalks and do not follow the pedestrian desire line. It was 

also observed that wheelchair ramps in the median island had very steep cross slopes. 
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A “No Left Turn on Red” sign was installed by the City of Newton to protect pedestrians at the Washington 
Street northbound approach from drivers heading towards I-90 WB on-ramp. As mentioned in the previous 
safety issue, audit team members noted that this sign is often ignored. 


Potential Safety Enhancement: 


e Consider the redesign or removal of the median islands at the I-90 WB off-ramp and Charlesbank 
Road approach. 


e Upgrade existing wheelchair ramps to meet current ADA standards. 


e Reconstruct steep wheelchair ramps at the location to provide safe entrance for wheelchair users 
(ADA). 


e Consider relocating pedestrian signal posts and pushbuttons as well as crosswalk to create a safe 
crossing environment for the pedestrians at the intersection. 


e Consider upgrading pedestrian signals to accessible pedestrian signals and pushbuttons to meet the 
current MUTCD Standards. 


e Consider installing a mast arm for signal and sign mounting at the intersection for the left turn 
movements to the I-90 WB on-ramp and Washington Street westbound. Consider utilizing a blank- 
out sign for the “No Left-Turn on Red” sign. 


Safety Issue #5: Transit Operations 
Observations: 


MBTA buses proceeding westbound from the Washington Street northbound bridge and from the I-90 
westbound off-ramp experience difficulty in merging onto Washington Street North past the I-90 
westbound on-ramp intersection. Southbound traffic from Centre Street merging onto Washington Street 
North make it difficult for buses travelling westbound on Washington Street North to pull into the bus stop 
at the Bacon Street intersection. This issue is due to the proximity of the bus stop to the merge point of 
Centre Street and Washington Street North (approximately 150 feet). Buses coming out of the Bacon Street 
stop also have difficulty merging back onto Washington Street North in heavy and fast-moving traffic. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Evaluate and improve the location of the current bus stop to reduce conflicts and provide sufficient 
space for buses to enter or exit the stop. 


e Consider signalizing the Centre Street southbound channelized right-turn movement to reduce 


conflicts between Centre Street southbound vehicles and buses trying to access the Bacon Street 
bus stop. 
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Centre Street at Jefferson Street & Pearl Street 


Safety Issue #1: Intersection Geometry and Operations 
Observations: 


Centre Street is intersected by Jefferson Street from the east and 
Pearl Street from the west, forming a four-way signalized offset 
intersection. RSA team members noted that through traffic may 
proceed during the red-light phase when the pedestrian signal is 
activated due in part to the offset nature of the intersection and 
placement of signal heads. It was also noted that the northbound 
drivers turning left on Pearl Street back up past Jefferson Street 
during peak hours. This is issue is related to the lack of an 
exclusive left-turn lane and/or protected/permissive signal 
phasing which coupled with a lack of adequate gaps may 
contribute to angle crashes at this location. The crash data 
showed five (5) crashes involving vehicles turning left onto 
Pearl Street between the years of 2015 and 2017. There was one

red-light running angle crash at this location involving a vehicle turning left from Pearl Street and a vehicle 


traveling southbound on Centre Street. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider providing a Center Street northbound left-turn lane with a protected left turn phase. 


e Evaluate providing a protected/permissive northbound left-turn lane phase for Centre Street 


northbound. 


e Evaluate precluding Centre Street northbound left turns during certain times of the day. 


e Evaluate signal timings, including the clearance intervals at the intersection. 


e Consider adding supplemental far-side signal heads for Centre Street at the intersection with Pearl 


Street. 


e Consider coordination of the traffic signal operations at this intersection with the operations at 
Washington Street North at Centre Street/I-90 WB Ramp. 


e Consider converting Jefferson Street to one-way eastbound movement. This would allow to 


remove one of the off-set legs of the intersection. 
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Washington Street South at I-90 Eastbound Off-Ramp 


Safety Issue #1: Intersection Geometry and Operations 
Observations: 


The I-90 eastbound off ramp is designated as a wide lane which 
creates confusion for drivers as to whether it is one lane or two 
lanes. When two lanes are formed (usually during peak hour 
periods), drivers will use the right lane that moves more quickly 
due to the additional lane provided between the ramp and 
Centre Street. These drivers will then move quickly over to the 
left prior to Centre Street as the additional lane becomes an 
exclusive right-turn lane. Weaving occurs in the short segment | Le -

Centre Street) between vehicles coming from the Washington Approach 

Street southbound bridge and the I-90 EB off-ramp as vehicles attempt switching lanes. It is difficult for 
vehicles from the bridge to access the right-turn lane onto Centre Street.

It was observed that the southbound lanes (specifically the lane closest to curb) on Washington Street bridge 
along the curve have numerous near misses due to drivers trying to avoid vehicles from the off-ramp quickly 
trying to merge into the left lanes. 


Audit team members stated that the wide right shoulder on the Washington Street southbound bridge was 
previously hatched but now the hatching has faded. There is confusion as to whether it is currently a lane 
or a shoulder. The shoulder width is greater than 15 feet and drivers tend to use it as a lane, particularly if 
they want to turn right onto Centre Street. 


These issues may have contributed to the six (6) sideswipe crashes and four (4) rear-end crashes recorded 
on Washington Street South for the 2015 — 2017 analysis period. 


The I-90 eastbound off-ramp is under stop control, but it was noticed that even though there are stop signs, 
there is no stop line pavement marking at the end of the ramp. It was noted by the RSA team that drivers 
stop after the stop sign, near the merge point. It was also observed that the drivers use the stop-controlled 
approach as a yield condition. This contributes to the sight distance issues at this location. 
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Drivers waiting for a gap to enter the rotary at the I-90 off-ramp 
stop sign do not have an adequate sight distance of the 
Washington Street southbound bridge. The acute angle of the 
I-90 EB off-ramp at its intersection with the Newton Corner 
rotary contributes to sight distance issues. Also, when vehicles 
are stacked in two lanes, the left most vehicle blocks the view 
of the outer vehicle. Sight distance issues, ramp angle and 
weaving of vehicles from Washington Street bridge makes it 
more difficult to determine acceptable gaps, which can result 
in vehicles starting to proceed and then suddenly stopping. The 
sight distance issues may have contributed to the high number Image 9: Sightline to Washington 
of rear-end crashes at this approach. The crash data showed Street SB Bridge from I-90 
sixteen (16) rear-end crashes at this approach between the years Eastbound Off-Ramp Approach 
of 2015 and 2017. 


Audit team members stated that traffic from the ramp backs up onto I-90 constantly, including on Saturdays, 
and police are needed to direct traffic on the ramp on Boston College football game days. This may 
contribute to rear-end crashes at the approach to the ramp on the I-90 mainline. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 
e Consider striping the I-90 eastbound off-ramp as two lanes to clarify lane usage on the ramp. 


e Consider re-hatching the shoulder on the Washington Street bridge to preclude drivers using it as 
a lane. 


e Install stop line marking at the end of the ramp. 


e Consider signalizing the Washington Street at I-90 EB off-ramp intersection with two lanes on the 
ramp. Ensure that signalization does not result in additional traffic back-ups onto the I-90 mainline. 


e Evaluate designs to segment traffic at this location to avoid weaving conditions, including those 
already prepared by a previous Central Transportation Planning Staff (CTPS) study’. 


e Consider having a direct connection from the off-ramp to Washington Street North. Alternatives 
should not result in additional traffic back-ups onto I-90 mainline. 


e Provide physical separation along the rotary between the I-90 EB off-ramp and the Washington 
Street South at Centre Street intersection to avoid weaving in this segment. Evaluate prohibiting 
right turns from the rotary to Centre Street southbound and redirecting them to Church Street.

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Safety Issue #2: Pedestrian Accommodation 
Observations: 


It was observed that no crosswalk is present across I-90 
eastbound off ramp even though a sidewalk is provided on 
the western side of the Washington Street southbound bridge. 
There are also no wheelchair ramps present at this location. 
Pedestrians utilizing this sidewalk do not have wheelchair 
ramps and a marked crossing to access the sidewalk on the 
south side of Washington Street South. No pedestrian 


crashes were observed at this location for the three-year ! 4 _ SS 
period (2015 — 2017). Image 10: No Crosswalk across I-90

Potential Safety Enhancement: 


e Consider providing a stop line and crosswalk across the I-90 eastbound off ramp for continuous 
pedestrian access with high visibility markings to increase conspicuousness and awareness and to 
help enforce locations where vehicles need to stop. 


e Construct wheelchair ramps at the location to provide safe entrance for wheelchair users. 


e Ifa crosswalk is provided across the I-90 eastbound off ramp, consider providing a Rectangular 
Rapid Flashing Beacon (RRFB) to increase visibility and driver awareness of potential pedestrian 
conflicts. 


e Provide signalization at the ramp terminus extending to the Centre Street intersection. This will 
provide safe interface for pedestrians and vehicles. 


Safety Issue #3: Access Management 
Observations: 


The Richardson Street municipal parking lot has an access on Washington Street before the intersection of 
Center Street. The access is approximately 230 feet east of the off-ramp merge. The RSA team members 
noted that vehicles coming of the ramp do not expect vehicles ahead to slow down to access the driveway 
which could cause rear-end crashes. 


Potential Safety Enhancement: 


e Consider restricting parking lot access from Washington Street in order to improve the traffic flow 
on Washington Street. 
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Washington Street South at Centre Street 


Safety Issue #1: Intersection Geometry and Operations 
Observations: 


The RSA team members noted that the Centre Street 
northbound approach has sight line issues due to the skewed 
angle of the approach to Washington Street South. Drivers 
need to turn their heads significantly to make sure they can 
proceed safely. Drivers have less than 500 feet to weave 
across 3 lanes in order to proceed to the Washington Street 
northbound bridge. Consequently, even though an exclusive 
merge lane is present to the east of the intersection, vehicles 
try to merge onto the second lane instead of the dedicated right 
most lane requiring them to stop. However, due to the fact : 
that there is an exclusive merge lane, vehicles may not expect Image 11: Washington at Centre 
other vehicles to stop which can result in a rear-end crash. The Street Intersection 

Centre Street northbound approach is a wide lane 

(approximately 20 feet) and it is often used as two lanes. Vehicles trying to weave from one lane to the 
other at the approach with Washington Street South may also result in rear-end and sideswipe crashes. 


Parking is allowed on the Centre Street northbound approach 
up to the stop line and “Stop here on Red” sign. The stop line 
for the signal is set far back from the merge point which adds 
another layer of confusion for the merging traffic. It was also 
noted that there are three types of conflicting control for the 
Centre Street northbound approach: yield control, merge sign 
and the pedestrian traffic signal which create confusion for 
motorists. 


All these issues may have contributed to the high number of ! 
rear-end crashes on the Centre Street northbound approach. _ Image 12: Three types of conflicting 
The crash data showed a total of sixteen (16) rear-end crashes control for Centre Street 

on this approach during the three-year period (2015 - 2017). northbound approach 


The intersection also lacks sufficient street level lighting. There are only two pedestrian level luminaires 
present at the Centre Street northbound merge. This could be a reason for the number of nighttime crashes 
at this location. The crash data showed nine (9) dark-lighted roadway crashes at this intersection between 
2015 and 2017. 


It was noted that the drivers approaching from the Washington Street southbound bridge and the I-90 EB 


off-ramp may not realize that the right most lane on eastbound approach is a right only lane resulting in 
last-minute lane shifts. The crash data showed six (6) sideswipe crashes and one (1) angle crash on 
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Washington Street South eastbound approach during the three-year period (2015 - 2017). This could be 
attributed to the abrupt lane shifts. 


The Washington Street South eastbound right-turn to Centre Street has a signalized arrow indication. Some 
motorists are confused and make a right-turn on red during the other movement phases. The crash data 
showed a total of nine (9) rear-end crashes on the Washington Street South eastbound approach to the 
intersection between 2015 and 2017. This could be attributed to traffic signal visibility, confusion with 
Centre Street right-turn signalized arrow and drivers not expecting the signal to be red when they come off 
the I-90 EB off-ramp or the Washington Street southbound bridge as the signal is only activated for 
pedestrian crossings. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Install overhead traffic sign on Washington Street before the intersection to alert drivers of the right 
only lane and avoid unnecessary weaving. 


e Consider striping a solid lane marking for a short stretch of the additional right lane on Washington 
Street South. 


e Install additional signal heads and backplates with retroreflective borders. 


e Redesign the sign and signal elements on the Centre Street northbound approach to meet MUTCD 
standards. Remove conflicting control and provide correct pavement markings along with the final 
control. 


e Consider redesigning the northbound approach as a T-intersection to eliminate merging conflicts 
and crashes. 


e Extend median or place scored concrete where solid white line is now on Washington Street South, 
east of the intersection. 


e Consider redesigning this intersection as a roundabout to improve operations and reduce the 
number of conflicts. 


e Provide sufficient and reliable street level lighting (Vehicle-scale and Pedestrian-scale) at the 
intersection to improve safety and visibility for vehicles and pedestrians. 
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Washington Street South at Washington Street Bridge (Northbound) 


Safety Issue#1: Intersection Geometry and Lane Usage 
Observations: 


RSA team members noted that vehicles entering Washington Street 
Bridge from Washington Street South eastbound and Washington 
Street westbound must weave in a short distance to get in the correct 
lane. The weaving issues at this location may have contributed to the 
ten (10) sideswipe crashes that occurred at the merge onto the 
Washington Street northbound bridge during the three-year analysis 
period (2015 — 2017). There is also weaving between eastbound 
vehicles continuing on Washington Street South and those wanting to 
get onto the Washington Street northbound bridge. It is unclear when 
the cross-section on Washington Street South changes from four lanes 
to five lanes when approaching the Washington Street northbound 
bridge split. The team members noticed that there is insufficient and 
non-descript pavement markings at the diverge (after the pedestrian

crossing). Although overhead guide signage is provided approximately 350 feet before the Washington 
Street northbound bridge split, it does not match lane usage at the intersection. The lack of clear guide 
signage and lane markings may have contributed to the three (3) rear-end crashes and four (4) sideswipe 
crashes at the Washington Street northbound bridge split between 2015 and 2017. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Provide clear high visibility pavement markings to direct travel path. In-road pavement markings 


and route shields and numbers may be helpful as well. 


e Provide additional overhead signage that is consistent with lane usage at diverge point. 


Clarify lane usage at the Washington Street South and Washington Street Bridge northbound 
intersection/split. 


Consider signalizing the upstream merge of the rotary and Washington Street westbound at the 
southerly abutment of the Washington Street northbound bridge. This would reduce the need for 
traffic to weave on the bridge. 


As part of long-term reconstruction efforts, realign Park Street, Washington Street South eastbound, 
Washington Street northbound bridge, St James Street and Washington Street from the south to 
form three (3) T- intersections. This will improve the overall safety, traffic operations and signal 
phasing at this segment of the study area. 
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Safety Issue #2: Transit Operations 
Observations: 


The RSA team members pointed out that the buses have difficulty accessing and egressing the bus stops at 
400 Centre Street due to weaving and merging issues. Buses for nine (9) bus routes must cross multiple 
lanes to head toward the Washington Street northbound bridge. It was also mentioned that the two lanes 
heading toward the Washington Street northbound bridge after the signalized pedestrian midblock crossing 
are narrow and not wide enough for a bus to merge. Audit members noted that the bus stop location at 400 
Centre Street was recently separated to two locations — an inbound stop (toward Boston) and an outbound 
stop (toward Waltham and Watertown) — to help improve operations. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider an exclusive bus lane, with a separate signal phase that would allow buses to make a 
protected movement onto the Washington Street northbound bridge. 


e Evaluate and improve the location of the current bus stops to reduce conflicts and provide sufficient 
space for buses to enter or exit the stop. 


Safety Issue #3: Pedestrian Accommodation 
Observations: 


The stop line and crosswalk markings at the signalized pedestrian midblock 
crossing on Washington Street South are faded. This makes it difficult for 
drivers to know where to stop for pedestrians. RSA team members noted that 
vehicles travelling eastbound on Washington Street South run the red light at 
the midblock crossing just before the split to the Washington Street Bridge 
northbound. It was noted that there might be a signal head visibility issue at 
the location. Traffic signal heads are not located above each travel lane. 
There are only two overhead signal heads for the five lane Washington Street 
South approach. Lack of traffic signal visibility may contribute to rear end 
crashes and red-light running crashes. There was one crash involving a 
pedestrian between 2015 and 2017. A pedestrian trying to get to the bus stop Eager N 
used the crosswalk during the pedestrian DO NOT WALK phase. The Image 14: Worn Out 
wheelchair ramp at the north side sidewalk on Washington Street South does Pedestrian Crosswalk 
not have a detectable warning panel at the crossing. Also, the location of the bia chi ted 
crosswalk is near the decision point for drivers. The lack of signal visibility o 

along with the poor location of the crosswalk make it challenging for motorists 

to stop in time before the crosswalk. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Relocate crosswalk so that it is not too close to diverge point to the Washington Street bridge. 
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e Consider installing additional traffic signal heads over each travel lane to improve signal visibility. 


e Consider installing backplates with retroreflective borders to improve visibility of traffic signal 
indications. 


e Restripe faded stop line and crosswalk at pedestrian midblock crossing. Markings should be of 
high visibility material. 


e Add missing detectable warning panel to the wheelchair ramp at the north side sidewalk on 
Washington Street South. 


e Consider providing advanced pedestrian crossing warning signs. 
Washington Street South at Park Street 
Safety Issue#1: Intersection Geometry and Lane Usage 
Observations: 


On Washington Street South eastbound approach, weaving occurs between vehicles heading towards Saint 
James Street bridge and vehicles going to the I-90 eastbound on-ramp. It was observed that there is lack of 
overhead guide signage. The right most lane for the Washington Street South eastbound approach becomes 
an exclusive right-turn lane to Park Street and the left most lane becomes an exclusive left-turn lane to St 
James Street. There was a total of twenty (20) crashes at this location that occurred during the three-year 
period (2015 — 2017). Nine (9) of the 20 crashes involved vehicles changing lanes along this approach. 
The narrow splitter island between Park Street southbound lane and the through northbound lane may have 
contributed to the four (4) single vehicle crashes reported at that location. 


The street names ‘Washington Street’ and ‘Saint James Street’ near Park Street intersection and/or before 
the I-90 eastbound on ramp could create confusion to motorists. 


The Park Street northbound approach is missing a W12-1 (Double Arrow) sign on the splitter island. 
Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider providing additional overhead guide and wayfinding signage to avoid weaving at this 
location. 


e Consider eliminating slip lanes (and associated splitter islands) on Park Street approach to reduce 
the potential for single vehicle crashes at this location. 


e Evaluate street name sign placement at this location and relocate as needed to better guide drivers. 


e Provide a MUTCD Standard W12-1 (Double Arrow) sign on the splitter island. 
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e As part of long-term reconstruction efforts, realign Park Street, Washington Street eastbound, 
Washington Street northbound bridge, St James Street and Washington Street from the south to 
form three (3) T- intersections. This will improve the overall safety, traffic operations and signal 
phasing at this segment of the study area. 


Safety Issue #2: Pedestrian Accommodation 
Observations: 


At the merge of Washington Street westbound approach with 
Park Street northbound approach a “Right Turn on Red After 
Stop” sign allows vehicles to proceed even during the 
pedestrian phase. This results in vehicles looking to turn right 
on red not coming to a complete stop and potentially missing 
crossing pedestrians. The wheelchair ramps at the crosswalk 
for the Washington Street westbound approach are missing 
detectable warning panels. Also, the pedestrian signals at 
crossing do not have countdown timers.

The RSA team members stated that the islands, multistage Washington Street Westbound Merge 
crosswalk crossing Park Street, and inconvenient pedestrian 

access routes to the bus stops on Washington Street South create a challenging pedestrian environment. 


Additional issues observed at the Washington Street at Park Street intersection are faded crosswalk 
markings; inconsistent crosswalk pavement markings; wheelchair ramps with no detectable warning panels; 
and pedestrian signals with no countdown timers. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider removing existing sign and installing a “No 
Turn on Red” sign on Washington Street westbound. 
Evaluate queue lengths after installation to determine if 
they cause problems at the downstream intersection. 


e Consider redesigning median islands and reconfiguring 
lanes to calm traffic, increase visibility of pedestrians 
and provide a safe pedestrian crossing environment. 


e Consider installing ‘No Turn on Red’ or ‘Blank Out’ 
sign on Washington Street westbound approach at Park 
Street intersection to improve pedestrian safety.

e Improve pedestrian access and upgrade pedestrian signals to accessible pedestrian signals and push 
buttons with countdown timers to meet the current MUTCD/MassDOT Standards. 
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e  Restripe all faded crosswalks at the intersection. Markings should be of high visibility material. 


e Install detectable warning panels at wheelchair ramp locations with missing detectable warning 
panels. 


Washington Street South at St James Street 
Safety Issue#1: Intersection Geometry and Traffic Signals 
Observations: 


The mast arm signals for the Washington Street northbound approach at Saint James Street intersection has 
a left-turn green arrow indication and a through green arrow indication for the one-way northbound 
movement through the intersection. These signal indications may be confusing and misleading to motorists. 


Faded pavement markings and directional signage provided too late (at conflict point) may result in drivers 
being unclear on lane positioning and may have contributed to the three (3) sideswipe crashes observed at 
this location. 


Potential Safety Enhancements: 


e Consider installing traffic signals with two through green arrow indications to eliminate any 
confusion for motorists 


e Restripe faded pavement markings at this location. Markings should be of high visibility material. 
e Evaluate location of guide signage and relocate and/or install additional advanced guide signage. 


e As part of long-term reconstruction efforts, realign Park Street, Washington Street eastbound, 
Washington Street northbound bridge, St James Street and Washington Street from the south to 
form three (3) T- intersections. This will improve the overall safety, traffic operations and signal 
phasing at this segment of the study area 


Park Street at Tremont Street 

This location was not part of the crash data and safety analysis that was prepared for this RSA. 
Safety Issue #1: Intersection Geometry and Signal Phasing 

Observations: 


The RSA team members pointed out that the intersection geometry and signal phasing at this location is 
confusing to drivers. It is difficult to understand which two approaches at this intersection run concurrently 
during signal phasing.

e Consider extending the “Double Yellow Center Line” through the intersection to connect Park 


Street north leg with Tremont Street east leg. 


e Restripe Tremont Street westbound approach to provide two lanes and modify signals for that 


approach with the addition of’ Flashing Yellow Arrow” signal. 


e Provide advance warning signs for the horizontal curve and intersection geometry, possibly 


overhead to avoid tree branches and foliage. 


Summary of Road Safety Audit 


Following review of available materials, videos and a discussion of existing safety issues, audit participants 
were asked to consider improvements. Audit team members were encouraged to consider both short-term 
and long-term improvements for each of the existing safety issues. Each improvement considered has been 
categorized as short-term, mid-term, or long-term based on the definitions shown in Table 2. Additionally, 
a cost category has been assigned to each improvement based on the parameters set forth in Table 2. The 
recommendations are summarized based on the potential safety payoff, time frame, approximate cost and 
jurisdiction. These parameters are based on MassDOT guidelines. The safety payoff is a subjective 
judgement of the potential effectiveness of the safety recommendations listed below. Some safety payoffs 
are based on crash modification factors. Note that the approximate costs are per location.
